A legislative letter at the most cati 
hardly be Interesting before the legis- 
lature doeB something. The first 
month of the session lias passed 
peacefully away and, aside from ap- 
propriating money for the pay of the 
members, and other state officials, 
very little, as usual, has been ac- 
complished. The committee work, 
with the exception of three or four 
oommittces, has not yet been attemp- 
ted. Out of twenty legislative work- 
ing days not more than twenty hours 
have been devoted to legislative work. 
This is said, not in any spirit of crit- 
icism, it is rather in explanation of 
the manner in which the month of 
January ( is consumed on Deacon Hill. 
To the distinctively new member the 
January record in the legislature is a 
revelation. It belongs to the mystic 
zone in human experience, and the 
man who conies to the legislature for 
the first time is in sympathy with 
that member from Western Massachu- 
setts a few years ago, who said, when 
asked as he was coming down from 
the State House one day. “I am 
going home to ask my folks what in 
thunder I am down here for.” These 
new members are willing, but the 
flesh is weak. They are as clay in the 
hands of the potter, and when, in the 
course of ttne, they become old mem- 
bers, they are no longer clay, but 
potters. The veteran legislators, and 
there arc many this year, know per- 
fectly well that t lie last month lias 
been frittered away in non-essential 
service. It must be discouraging at 
least to the presiding officers who an- 
nounce the committees the third day 
of the session to find so little done as 
the mouth goes out. But then, as 
Judge Packer said, ’‘What's the 
use?” 


If the Speaker 
should take the nomination in the 
next campaign, Mr. Sullivan would 
find a different proposition, for Louis 
Frothlngham has a star set in his 
forehead of a peculiar hue, and Sulli- 
van’s sense of ownership has been 
magnified beyond Its juat proportions. 
He belongs to a very lucky political 
race but that fact won't always win 
out, even iij Boston. 


The Committee on Prisons visited 
Charles Street Jail the other day and 
reported the jail to be in apple-pie 
order. Did any legislative committee 
ever visit any public institution offi- 
cially and find it in any other than 
applc-ple order? These official visits 
to the public institution by commitees 
comcB as near junketing as anything 
unless it be the special committees 
that go off to visit battle fields, after 
the battles arc over, and world’s fairs 
while the fairs arc going on. The 
committee that went to the Charles 
Street jail said everything was in 
apptc-pie order, and the committee 
probably had apple pie when the ban- 
i quet was served. The committee, 

| while there, visited the apartments 
I lately occupied by ex-representati vc 
Curley, who has recently served a sen- 
tence in that institution for forgetting 
who he was. 


Last Thursday, in the House, was 
given up to the 9th and 12th joint 
rules, and rather a lively time of it 
there was, too. Just as the llood was 
at its height, Mr. Luce called the 
attention of the members to the fact 
that a mass of business was being 
floated in upon the bosom of legisla- 
tive waters, that would cause no little 
trouble later on. Then it became 
evident that the members, as a body, 
had little knowledge of what the 
two rules really were, and Mr. Taft 
of Worcester made a very lucid ex- 
planation of the purpose of Ihosc 
rules. Mr. Taft also intimated that 
the Committee on Rules was formu- 
lating a new rule which it was hoped 
would give some force to propositions 
contained in the 9th and 12th joint 
rules. These two rules, by the way, 
relate to the admission of new busi- 
ness which failed to get into the 
hands of the clerks before the time 
uinit had expired. An amusing inci- 
dent occurred during the debate. Mr. 
Hannan of Boston asked, as a special 
favor, that the House would admit a 
measure which Mi. Luce had inter- 
rupted. Mr. Hannan said that he 
sent is office boy to the State House 
at two o’clock last Saturday with the 
Bill and that the boy did not arrive 
in the Clerk’s office until 5:40. The 
distance would consume about iifteeu 
minutes of time even if the trip were 
taken at easy stages. The House evi- 
dently thought lhat an office boy who 
would show such contempt for the 
great and general court as to con- 
sume three hours and forty minutes 
in approaching the temple of suprein- 
est justice sluild be rebuked, conse- 
quently the bill was turned back and 
began its long journey to Mr. Han- 
nan’s office. 

Representative Ward of Bucklund, 
there is no other Ward this year in 
the Legislature, as Mr. Ward has 
warded off ail other members of the 
family so the “of Buckaiid” is super- 
fluous has been trying his hand at 
presiding over the House during the 
past week, as in other things, he has 
made a success of the undertaking. 
The Buckland member lias done more 
to make the little Franklin County 
town well known than any citizen 
has ever attempted before in its his 
tory. He is a “forty-niner,” having 
been born in that historic year, and 
lias been elected, not by his town, 
but by his district, for four years. 
He has risen from a low seat in the 
Committee on Agriculture in 1902, to 
the Chairmanship of the most import- 
ant committee in the House, that of 
Ways and Means. Where Mr. Ward 
will land when he leaves his air ship 
is a problem, and some of t he rea- 
sons for his remarkable legislative 
career, as observed by a Boston 
writer, will be considered in some 
future issue of this paper. 

Somebody has thought of something 
t hat will cause Congressman Sullivan 
many restless nights if the thought 
is allowed to ripen, and that is that 
Speaker Frotliingham should be a 
candidate for Congress from the 
famous 11th Congressional District in 
Boston. This Is the district where 
Mr. Foss lias made ills run for Con- 
gress in the two previous contests, 
and has been beaten each time by 


The gas “kicker” will have a brief 
spell of rejoicing on the bill which 
has been introduced compelling the 
gas companies to give thirty days’ 
notice before they can shut off the 
gas, for the bill will hardly become a 
law. If some measure could he de- 
vised and legislated into law, shut- 
ting off the gas meter, there would 
j be cause for rejoicing that would 
come pretty near developing into a 
celebration. There is but little use in 
caulking the cracks and leaving open 
the bmigholes. A citizen of a town 
near Boston shut up his house and- 
took Iiis family to Europe for three 
months and his gas bill for that 
| period was 20 cents less than for the 
three months previous, when he 
burned considerable gas and his ser- 
vants consumed a good deal more. 
The gas meter, like the tax bill, goes 
trotting along, drawing interest holi- 
days, Sundays and all. 

! It is said that there is to be a united 
effort on liquor law legislation this 
session, in which the various organi 
zations of the liquor trade arc to be 
reinforced by certain temperance ad- 
vocates, with the object in view of 
I correcting some present evils. There 
is a good deal that might be said on 
1 liquor legislation, and perhaps an op- 
portunity may be afforded during the 
hearing before the committee, and 
possibly before. At the present mo- 
I mcnt, it would provide considerable 
. entertainment to look upon a new 
I Biograpic picture, the combination of 
liquor organizations and temperance 
, advocates. If Mr. Keith could secure 
I the right sort of snapshots of this 
proposed combination it would be a 
j tine entertainment for the members 
to visit during the hearing. For ex- 
ample, a combination picture, pre- 
senting Ex-Mayor Johnson of Wal- 
tham and Colonel Charles Pfaff, 
President of the Hotel Association, 
engaged in a combination conversa- 
tion over tiie Semi-Colon Law also 
another picture of Henry Faxon ex- 
tending the glad hand to the liquor 
attorney, Mr. Edward F. Hollis, as 
they might sit down to a combination 
lunch at the Parker House to talk 
over the proposed abuttors law. In- 
terest will centre about House Bills 
447 — 2.11 and Senate Bill 105, and the 
amendment to the Semi-Colon Law, 
which has been offered by Attorney 
Hollis.

Suburbanites as a rule arc long 
suffering in matters of transportation 
but the experiences of the past few 
weeks are really beyond endurance. 
The Boston Terminal Company, which 
controls the yard to the South Station 
is the party at fault, and it is high 
time that its officials found some rem- 
edy for the constant interference with 
its switch system by every snow fall. 
.Exasperating delays have been fre- 
quent of late on account of the failure 
of switches to work and while there 
is every disposition to grant reason- 
able opportunity to meet climatic 
conditions, it is apparent that radical 
measures are needed to prevent delays 
in the future. 

Placing a roof over the portion of 
the yard at the switches has been one 
suggestion which is possibly worth 
working out. and a system of heat- 
ing might also be adopted. 

In any case, the conditions are so 
bad that some steps should be taken 
to solve the problem. 

At a meeting Wednesday evening

These gentlemen gave brief descrip- 
tions of the work done iu their several 
departments and answered the many 
questions which were asked. Mr. 
Hugh Campbell favored the audience 
with a song and the evening closed 
with brief suggestions from Rev. R. 
T. Flcwelling and.Rcv. A. L. Squier 
as to the advisability of enlarging the 
scope of the club to include the Meth- 
odist denomination of the entire city.

delivery is adaed, the extra expense 
will reach 50000. Under these circum- 
stances, it is doubtful if the Washing- 
ton authorities will favor the project. 

The announcement of another gift 
of a new building to the Newton Hos- 
pital taken in connection with the 
recent gift of the Ellison Home by 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank A. Hay, indicates 
that the Hospital continues to make 
friends who have the power and the 
willingness to not only maintain its 
present efficiency but to enlarge its 
scope.

ANNUAL MEETING OF 
THE NEWTON HOSPITAL. 

Mr. Ci oo. S. Bullous Resigns the 
Troiisurcrship After Long 
uml Faithful Service. 


The annual meeting of the Newton j 
Hospital Corporation was held Mon- 
day afternoon at the Nurses’ Home 
at 3:20 p. m. 

President Lceson was in thc chair 
and Mcsdamea Haskell, Paine, Ames, 
Saltonstall, Miss Lovett, Messrs. Day, 
Bray, Bullens, Tyler, Travelli, Pulsi- 
fer, Morton, Farley, Dennison, Both- 
fcld , Early, Hutchinson, and Drs. 
Hunt, May, Curtis, Keith and Porter 
were present. 

Dr. Hunt for the Executive Com- 
mittee said there were 927 patients 
admitted during 1904 an increase of 
13 per cent. Tlie cost per week had 
lieen reduced to $13.51 for ordinary 
patients and S16 far contagious cases. 
He referred to thc proposed increase 
in the Nurse’s Home and said that a 
new kitchen and accessories were ab- 
solutely needed as it would be impos- 
sible to cook for 30 or 40 more nurBca 
with the present facilities. A new 
dynamo and an increase to thc heat- 
ing plant are also greatly needed. 

Mr Bullens, the treasurer submitted 
his annual report from which it ap- 
peared that the Hospital plant was 
valued at $137,492 with an endowment 
fund of $31,294 and an emergency 
fund of 510,000. The total receipts 
last year were $56,877.37 and the ex- 
penses were $53,976. 

The' auditors reported the Treasur- 
er’s books as correct, and the Fin- 
ance Committee by Mr. Day reported 
all investments in standard securities. 

I)r. May for the Training School 
made an interesting report saying 
that 9 pupils had graduated during 
1904, and there were 38 enrolled on 
Jan. 1, ’05, There had becn 272 ap- 
plications, of which 31 had been ac- 
ceted and 11 admitted. He urged 
the necessity of selecting only physi- 
cally strong women for thc work. 
The system of exchange with other 
Hospitals was inaugurated Nov. 1, 
and had not been tried long enough 
to prove its value. The School had 
found it impossible to supply the de- 
mand from citizens for pupil nurses 
but the proposed enlargement will not 
only remove this difficulty but will 
render possible the proposed union of 
tne School and the District Nursing 
Assn 

The nominating committee by Mr. 
Hutchinson then submitted a list of 
officers for 1905 and they were unani- 
mously elected as fallows:

Mr. George S. Bullens, who has 
been the Treasurer of the Newton 
Hospital Corporation nearly a quarter 
of a century, has requested that he be 
relieved of the onerous duties involved 
in the office. The Board of Trustees 
in accepting the resignation of Mr. 
Bullens place on record its deep sense 
of appreciation of thc long continued, 
efficient and most valuable service 
thus rendered to the Hospital. Few 
are aware of the extent of the clerical 
work required of the Treasurer. Mr. 
BulleiG has faithfully performed all 
such functions, keeping the financial 
rccoros of thc Corporation with fault- 
less neatness and absolute exactitude. 
Besides all this, he has exercised good 
judgment and wise foresight in the 
larger financial interests and respon- 
sibilities of the Hospital. His unre- 
mitting care and loyal support of the , 
Hospital from the earliest days of its 
small beginnings, without break or 
cessation, form a record of conscien- 
tious devotion to high trusts of Ines- 
timable value to thc institution. 

Mr, Bullens responded uriefiy. 

Mr, Pulsifer then offered this ac- 
knowledgment of the gift of “Ellison 
Hall” which was also adopted unani- 
mously. 

Mr. and Mrs. F rank A. Day have

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RAPID TRANSIT TO 
BENEFIT NEWTON. 

Proposal New Tunnel at Back Bay 
Will be Appreciated by Street 
Railway Patrons. 

Looking ahead to the time, in the 
no great distant future, when the 
question of rapid transit from the 
present subway through the Back 
Bay, shall have become a much great- 
er problem than it is at the present 
time, a considerable number of in- 
fluential citizens and taxpayers of 
Boston have initiated a movement 
before the Legislature for a tunnel 
from Scollay square under Beacon 
Hill and beneath the future Charles 
River embankment to Massachusetts 
avenue and the Fens. It is estima- 
ted that such a tunnel would not 
cost any more than the East Boston 
tunnel, which was under S3, 000, 000, 
and it would not alone serve the 
Beacon Hill and Back Bay districts, 
but would diminish materially the 
time required for transportation be- 
tween Allston, Brighton and the New- 
tons. 

A tunnel of this character is by no 
means a new project. Former mayors 
Quincy and Matthews both have 
favored such a system, and in 1899 
Mayor Quincy went so far as to have 
a survey and estimate made by City 
Engineer Jackson, While the estimate 
of the City Engineer was based on a 
little different plan than that now 
proposed gives a very good idea of 
the cost. His estimate was for a 
shallow subway extending from Mas- 
sachusetts Avenue to Scollay Square 
by the way of the Charles River em- 
bankment, Chestnut Street, Mt. Ver- 
non Place, State House grounds, Bea- 
con and Somerset Streets and Pem- 
berton Square. His estimate was 
$2,360,000 which included the em- 
bankment subway and stations, 1950 
feet of open cut and 2320 feet of tun- 
nel. It was then proposed to have 
the subway come to the surface at the 
corner of Park and Beacon Streets. 

The proposal that is being support- 
ed this year is for a subway under the 
proposed embankment, and a tunnel 
through Beacon hill, the greatest 
depth being probably at the State 
House, where the station would be 
from fifty to seventy feet under- 
ground. The route proposed is under 
the embankment, and then following j 
the liue of Mt. Vernon street beneath 
the State House and its coal pockets 
under Ashburton place, the Court | 
House and Pemberton square, to con- I 
ncct with the grade of the East - Bos- I 
ton tunnel at Scollay square. There 
would probably be stations at Dart- 
mouth street, between Brimmer and 
Charles streets, at Louisburg square 
and at the State House. This route 
is now being surveyed and detailed 
plans will be ready for presentation 
before the Legislature when the mat- 
ter conies up for hearing. Several 
suggestions have been made as to the 
treatment of the old Massachusetts 
end of the proposed tunnel. One is 
that there be a dead end at Massa- 
chusetts avenue, or at the juuctioti of 
Beacon street and Commonwealth ave- 
nue aud that cars be run back and 
forth between East Boston and this 
dead end, with transfer privileges 
for Newton, Allston and Cambridge 
passengers. Another suggestion is 
for an opL*n entrance for cars jn the 
Fens with a branch to the Harvard 
Bridge and a loop at Scollay square. 

The bill for the proposed Hack Bay 
tunnel is House 80b, “To provide for 
the construction of a tunnel and sub- 
way from Scollay Square to Massa- 
chusetis avenue in the city of Bos- 
ton.” It is merely skeleton in form, 
and provides as follows: “The pro- 
visions of Chapter 534 of the Acts of 
the year 1902 shall apply to the con- 
struction of a tunnel and subway in 
t lie city of Boston connecting with 
the East Boston tunnel and running 
from Scollay square under Pemberton 
square aud the line of Mount Vernon 
street to Charles River, where it shall 
connect with a subway running under 
the proposed Charles River embank- 
ment behind Beacon street to the 
Cambridge (Harvard) bridge at Mas- 
sachusetts avenue and the Boston 
Transit Commission is hereby direct- 
ed to construct said tunnel and sub- 
way , ’ ’ 

The project is explained much more 
fully in the following letter, which is 
being sent out by parties interested 
in the matter. 

Dear Sir— May J call your atteuten- 
lion to the enclosed bill (House Bill 
No. 800) and petition of citizens and 
taxpayers of Boston ill aid of rapid 
transit through Ward 11, now before 
the Committee on Metropolitan Aff- 
airs. 

Mr. Swain of the Rapid Tansil 
Board is understood to favor this 
measure, aud Mr. Carson, its engin- 
eer states that the expense of t lie 
subway aud tunnel will not exceed 
that of the recently opened East Bos- 
ton tunnel, namely, somewhat under 
three millions, and will probably fail 
considerably short of that. 

".Engineers state that a tunnel under 
Beacon Hill cun be made under par- 


ticularly favorable condition* owing 
to the slope of the hill, the depth of 
the tunnel and the substructure of 
blue clay, which la easy to work and 
sufficiently firm to withstand pressure 
from above. 

The route as suggested gives an 
outlet for a part of Boston, on Beacon 
Hill, which is now practically cut off 
alike from the business district and 
the Back Bay. Moreover, the running 
time to and from the Back Bay and 
Scollay square will be reduced to a 
very few minutes, the proposal being 
to have only four stops between Mas- 
sachusetts avenue and Scollay square, 
namely: Dartmouth street, in the 
neighborhood of Arlington and Brim- 
mer streets, Louisburg square and the 
State House. 

Not only the convenience for get- 
ting down town is to be considered 
but the route leadB nearest to the 
marketing district of Boston, and for 
those who wish to reach the North 
and South Union stations will be the 
quickest route of transit. At Atlan- 
tic avenue an elevator now in process 
of construction will connect with the 
elevated structure at the foot of State 
street, thence only one station inter- 
venes between it and the South Union 
station In the opposite direction the 
Elevated connects quickly with the 
North Union Station. 

When the Washington-street tunnel 
or subway is completed the present 
connection with the Elevated at 
Pleasant street by the Tremont street 
subway will be discontinued and 
from the westerly side of Boston tapid 
transit to the South Station will be 
more difficult. Direct connection with 
the East Boston tunnel route solves 
the problem. 

Boylston street is now so crowded 
that rapid transit in the rush hours is 
a farce, and even if the elevated 
trains were removed aud the double 
switching at Copley Square limited 
by extending the subway to that 
point, within a very few years a par- 
allel line from Massachusetts avenue 
to the shopping district will have to be 
provided. The authorization for a 
subway back of Beacon street must 
apparently be made now for the rea- 
son that the commission on the 
Charles River Dam. in its contracts 
lias set Aug 1, 1907, as the date when 
level No. 8 is to be established in the 
basin. The same act which provides 
for tbe Charles River Dam, Chapter 
465 of 1903, provides that the Boston 
Park Commission may fill in back of 
Beacon street not more than 100 feet, 
and have the city treasurer issue 
bonds to pay for the same. This fill- 
ing, the commission has stated to the 
legislative committee on Metropolitan 
Affairs, will be made before Aug l, 

1907, as of course it can be done much 
cheaper when the flats are exposed 
than when permanently' covered. If, 
therefore, after Aug 1, 1907, transpor- 
tation on Boylson street becomes 
nopelcssly slowed, and the Legisla- 
ture is asked to run cars down Beacon 
street or behind it, and thence to 
Scollay square, it will probably, be 
too late for the waterside owners to 
suggest that the cars be buried in the 
subway under an embankment then 
laid out with shade trees and filled 
with sewage pipes and conduits. 

It is proposed that the tunnel and 
the subway shall be built to connect 
with East Boston tunnel line by the 
city with the proceeds of bonds issued 
for that purpose; interest upon these 
and a sinking fund for the payment 
of them at maturity to be provided 
by annual rent, to be paid by the 
leasing company ; the tunnel to be 
built by the Transit Commission, to 
whom will be left the form of junc- 
tion or transfer at Massachusetts ave- 
nue to connect with surface lines.

Another petition is being widely 
signed in the suburbs that would ben- 
efit by the tunnel. — Boston Trans- 
cript.

NEWTON LOSES AN 
HONORED CITIZEN. 

Lucius Cl. Pratt, an OKI Resident , 
Passes Away After a Long 
and Useful Life. 


Mr. Lucius G. Pratt, for fifty years 
a resident of West Newton, died at 
his residence on Highland street last 
Monday afternoon after a long period 
of failing health. 

Lucius Gale Pratt, one of the prom- 
inent citizens of Newton, came to the 
tojvn in 1854, and Bince that time has 
always identified himself with its 
interests. He was born in Brattle- 
boro, Vt., May 3 1824, and spent his 
early years in that place. At fifteen 
years of age lie went into a country 


many years, and a trustee of the New- 
ton Hospital. In the latter institution 
Mr. Pratt had always taken a great 
Interest, and as chairman of the 
finance committee had worked faith- 
fully for its benefit and to help to 
place it upon a firm basis. He with 
Mr. E. \V. Converse of Newton built 
and cqui]*ped the Nurses’ Home and 
Training School. 

Mr. Pratt attended the Unitarian 
Church of West Newton, He leaves a 
widow and five children— two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Arthur Carroll and Mrs. 
Edwin Oakes Jordan, and three sons, 
Alfred Stuart, Herbert Gale and 
Frederick Sanford Pratt. 

Funeral services were held yester- 
day afternoon n charge of Rev. 
Francis Tiffany and Rev. Julian C. 
Jaynes of the Unitarian church and 
were largely attended by friends and 
relatives. The Weber quartet sang 
ant the body was subsequently taken 
to Mt. Auburn for cremation.

GILDED DOME. 


The Liquor Committee is getting 
into Its harness and in a few days 
will begin to fire tip as only the 
Liquor Committee can. 

Senator Lane, who is Chairman of 
the Committee, presides, and Repre- 
sentative Davis of Salem, who is 
Clerk, Injects his qucstlons'aml com- 
ments from time to time in a fashion 
which can only be indulged in as a 
result of long practice and familiarity 
with t lie subject. That remark can- 
not rightfully be construed, as sug- 
gesting that Mr. Davis is familiar 
with anything but the liquor question 
for he is not familiar with the use of 
liquor, and furthermore presents the 
interesting spectacle of being a Dem- 
ocratic teetotaler. The Committee 
gave a hearing last Thursday to the 
Bill of .Representative Edwards of 
Easthampton, on t lie sale of liquor to 
minors; Without discussing that 
measure at this time, it may be inter- 
esting to take a glimpse at the legis- 
lative council who appear at the 
State House in behalf and against 
liquor legislation before the Commit- 
tee. There arc three Young lawyers 
who appear as the duly accredited rep- 
resentatives for those more directly 
interested in the legislation known as 
liquor law legislation. Mr. Edward 
F. Hollis, for the wine and spirit and 
kindred associations; Mr. M. M. 
Johnson and Ex-Reprcscntativc Ham 
for the Temperance Societies. These 
young men are interesting, whether 
taken individually or collectively Mr. 
Hollis is a bright young attorney, 
who evidently believes in the molass- 
es theory of catching llics, and treats 
his problems upon the plan of concil- 
iation and arbitration, w he never that 
course is possible. He has a comely 
face to look upon, and as no sits at 
the counsel table, along side Messrs. 
Johnson and Ham, he certainly does 
not invite antagonism in manner or 
appearance; he proceeds along the 
“correct - me- if - wrong” method, 
rather than a porcupine attitude. 

Mr. Johnson, who sits next to Mr. 
Hollis, is a son of that old war horse 
in temperance work, Ex-Mayor John- 
son of Waltham, who has got more 
conviction to the square inch than any 
man since John B. Gough. Tlr: 
younger man has great possibilities 
as an advocate for temperance legis- 
lation, and he is sure to make his 
mark if he holds to the lines which 
he has apparently marked out. He 
is remarkably well equipped in a 
knowledge of this particular depart- 
ment of legislation, for so young a 
man, and the person who proposes 
to trip him up on any nf the propo- 
sitions before Senator Lane’s com- 
initee, had better pick out a good soft 
p’ace upon which he peradventure may 
fall himself. 

Mr. Ham is one of the most prom- 
ising men who have sat in legislative 
halls in recent years. His ability in 
debate was so marked during his* two 
years in the House as to attract very 
general attention, and he always com- 
manded complete silence when he 
spoke. Mr. Ham has a singularly 
good voice, and an entire control of 
all the elements essential in the suc- 
cessful discussion of great subjects; 
his hair is not so thick as Mr. John- 
son’s, or so light as that of Mr. Hol- 
lis, but his eye is as keen as the four 
other eyes under contemplation if they 
were to be boiled down together. 
Each of these young barristers have 
got the “my brother” habit which 
prevails so commonly in their profes- 
sion, but it really has no more mean- 
ing than it would with a Deacon who 
might be given to the use of it on 
Sundays, while he puls the biggest 
aud reddest apples on top of the bar- 
rel all the rest of the week. Docs 
someone ask why so much space is 
taken uuder the head of this liquor 
law subject? If so, the answer may 
be found in the fact that the cost to 
the Commonwealth of the traffic per- 
taining thereto exceeds all other ex- 
penses of the State combined, and 
that the interests, directly and in- 
directly committed into the hands of 
these three young men outweigh iu 
magnitude all the combined legisla- 
tive interests of Robert M. Morse, 
Albert PL Pillsbury and E.W.Burdett. 


There is one tiling that must have 
alleviated the pain of the blow which 
tell upon the broad shoulders of John 
L- Bales last fall when he pulled down 
the handsome 1905 calendar that hung 
on the walls of the Executive Cham- 
ber, and that was that when the in- 
creased State debt, that had caused 
him so much uneasiness, should rap 
at the door of the Chamber, he would 
not hear the knocking. It is thought 
that the call made by Auditor Turner 
the other day, as he strolled into the 
Governor’s chamber, produced the iirst 
chill that Mr. Douglas has experien- 
ced since he shouldered the pack that 
Mr. Bates cast aside. When the mat- 
ter of providing for the Iusaiie of the 
Commonwealth was alluded to by the 
Auditor, His Excellency remarked 
with considerable fading, that they 
might as well provide for one more, 
as he was certain to go crazy before 


the year was out. As the Auditor 
arose to leave, he alad: “Yoti know. 
Governor, there ia a way out of it. 
Crane unloaded on to Bates and Bates 
shifted on to you, now you can com- 
mit the trust to Guild next fall if you 
want to” “I would in a minute,” 
was the reply, “If Curtis wasn’t such 
a good fellow. “I’m really getting 
fonder of him than I ever expected lo 
be of a Republican; however he made 
one remark during the campaign that 
almost makes me willing, I will think 
it over Turner as I go to my bench — 
I mean, my desk, excuse the lapsis 
Itnguc, as Miles would say.” 

Last Thursday was Suffrage day at 
the State House, and the largest 
committee room in the building was 
crowded with those who are interested 
in the matter. The people who pe- 
tition year after year for the right of 
Suffrage may well be termed tireless 
aud indomitable. The real live fea- 
ture connected with the agitation in 
recent years, is the development of 
the feminine opposition to Womans 
Suffrage. How much justification in 
fact there may be in this branch of 
the opposition remains a question; 
certain it is, that there is a very con- 
siderable degree of the gauze quality 
iu the arguments put forth by the 
women who oppose women, and there 
has never been more than has ap- 
peared in evidence this year. If the 
ladies dressed themselves in as thin 
material as they dress their argu- 
ments, they would suffer a chill in 
any sort of weather. Whatever may 
be our sympathies on the Suffrage 
question, one cannot but be moved 
with admiration at the devotion of 
that gracious woman, Julia Ward 
Howe; the consecration of that wom- 
an with superior intellect, Alice Stone 
Blackwell, or the dautitlcssncss of 
the clear-eyed and clear hearted 
women who have given their support 
to that cause which has the significant 
title of “Womans Rights.”

Tlie Animal Report of tlie Directors 
Shows Quite a Satisfactory 
Condition of Tilings. 

The directors present as their re- 
port for the year 1904 the Matron's 
report which was presented to this 
Hoard as the report of the Executive 
Committee. 

Another year has closed— making 
our fifth of earnest work together in 
this Home, and though it has brought 
much sorrow in its passing, it has 
also brought pleasure and ^happiness 
to us all. 

I herewith submit my report for 
your approval and as I have done in 
the past, render to you a detailed ac- 
count of the duties that devolve upon 
me as Matron. 

We have much to be grateful for 
and although we have had more or 
less sickness all the time, especially 
through the winter and spring, the 
general health of the family is above 
the average, when we consider that 
several have passed four score years 
and nearly all three score and ten. 
We have had two deaths. 

On the morning of April ninth, 
Mias Julia Bacon passed away, having 
been a resident of the Home four 
years and seven months. Her death 
was not unexpected as she had bceti 
slowly failing for more than a year. 
When the end came our responsibility 
ceased as her relatives took charge of 
the remains, she having made ar- 
rangements and provided for the fun- 
eral expenses before she entered the 
Home. Her life with us was very 
happy and she expressed herself as 
being truly grateful for all that was 
done for her. 

Again on the morning of July 27th 
Miss Caroline Jellison passed away 
having been ill a little more than 
three weeks and suffering almost 
continually, but was very brave and 
uncomplaining and has left only kind 
and pleasant memories to those who 
cared for her. She had been a resident 
of* the Home for a period of four 
years. 

After the death of Miss Bacon, 
Mrs. Hodes was transferred to the 
Simpson room and in June, Miss 
Gcortgana Greene became a resident 
of the Home and now occupies two 
Carter room, and the Metcalf room 
made vacant by tlie death of Miss 
Jellison is now occupied by Mr. Wil- 
liam White who was admitted to the 
Home in August. 

We now have our full number— fif- 
teen inmates. 

We"are, as always before, indebted 
to Dr. C. Y. Wentworth and Dr. 
Charles A. Thompson for their cheer- 
ful response to *onr many calls for 
their services, and to Mr. Perrin Col- 
burn whose very efficient professional 
work at the time of Miss Jellison ’s 
death was greatly appreciated by all 
whose duty it was to arrange for 
her burial. 

Our fifth anniversary occurred on 
the 7th of May and was a happy 
event to rccord.as fuauy kind friends 
responded to our invitation to be pres- 
ent and all the family enjoyed the 
afternoon with them. 

Several gentlemen left liberal con- 
tributions of money to create the 
fund we so much desire for spending 
money and though we begun tlie 
monthly payment of forty cents to 
each one, with only about enough to 
last six months, we have had a few 
additions from thoughtful friends and 
the promise of more, so we have been 
enabled to continue through the year. 
And when one of our number is taken 
away the amount is transferred to 
the inmate taking his or her i lace, j 
and as only a very few are able to 
earn anything for themselves, and a 
number have no one to give them 
money, the disbursement of this fund 
given me by voluntary contributions 
of the friends of the Home is very 
gratifying. 

Every member of the^family was 
made happy at Christmas, and some 
had many gifts, and on Christmas 
Eve, Mr. and Mrs. Frank Fanning 
gave us a supper am! as ait were able 
to join them at table, it was indeed a 
festive occasion. 

My record books are complete for 
tlie year.

I have answered many letters from . 
people who are seeking a Home either . 
for themselves or some aged person, 
and sent our printed pamphlet to give 
them desired information. 1 have j 
also acknowledged to the donor all 
gifts of whatsover nature. 

The monthly visitors have been 
very attentive and faithful and all 
enjoy them, as each one in Iheir way 
bring much to break tlie monotony of 
our daily life.

In closing I thank yon all for your 
kind advice and assistance, and I 
cannot refrain from mentioning the 
absent member of this committee, 
Mrs. J. C. Melvin whose prolonged 
journeying in foreign lands has taken 
from each one of the family so much 
of comfort and cheer and whose val- 
uable advice and counsel at all time 
gave us strength and courage, and I 
only express the sentiment of each 
one of ua, when I say that her ab- 
sence the past year has been greatly 
regretted and her return will be an 
occasion of happy rejoicing. 

Since the preparation of the fore- 
going report, has occurred tlie deatli 
of Mr. William White on January 25, 
1905 after a short residence at the 
Home. 

At th : meeting of the directors held 
February 4, 1905, the resignation of 
Mrs. Evans, as Matron, to take effect 
at first convenience, was received, the 
resignation was accepted and it was 
voted that in consideration of her past 
services dating from the opening of 
the Home she be paid three months 
salary.

A prc-Eeuten social event of no lit- 
tle importance is the Charity Whist 
and Social for the benefit of St John’s 
Industrial School, Newton Highlands, 
to be held in Armory Hall, Newton, 
on Friday evening February 24th. 
These parties held quarterly during 
the past few years have perhaps been 
more largely attended than any held 
by local societies. The Ladies Aid 
Society under whose direction these 
parties are held number amongst its 
members many prominent in charita- 
ble work in Newton. These ladies 
have been the means of interesting 
many In the Industrial School which 
directly benefits by the revenue de- 
rived from the parties. 

Since the inception of the School, 
creed and race have not been consid- 
ered and consequently the Aid Society 
feels at liberty to appeal to the public 
for cooperation. 1J8 boys are now in 
actual attendance in the School and 
with comparatively few exceptions 
they are entirely dependent upon the 
public. The School has neither en- 
dowment nor regular means of reve- 
nue save that derived from the little 
monthly paper printed by the boj r s of 
the Home. 

Thus it may rightly be termed a 
charitable institution, sectarian in its 
control, (Rev. William IE McDonough 
being superintendent and Rev. James 
J. Redican resident superintendent!, 
uon-sectarian in its inmates. 

Only recently two ladies represent- 
ing a local Monday Afternoon Club 
called at the Institution seeking infor- 
mation concerning tlie scope of the 
School and were greatly surprised at 
the uuniticr of boys and the fact that 
they were nearly all dependant on the 
public for support. 

For the purpose of assisting in this 
work of charity the Ladies Aid meets 
monthly and during the past year 
have realized over sixteen hundred 
dollars. Success has certainly crowued 
their laudable efiorts and they ear- 
nestly hope that the public will assist 
in their work of charity. 

This approaching whist party, Feb- 
ruary 24th. will be preceded by a con- 
cert by the Home Hand numbering 
thirty-five pieces.

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Senator Lodge undoubtedly correct- 
ly represents the sentiments of Mas- 
sachusetts upon many measures at the 
national capitol, but in his advocacy 
of the whimsical rights and preroga- 
tives of the senate, we do not believe 
he is in accord with the general wish 
-of his fellow citizens. While in the 
present issue with the president as to 
the treaty power of the Senate Mr. 
Lodge is probably right it only em- 
phasizes the extroardinary sense of 
importance which the Senate has of 
its privileges. One of the most un- 
popular rules it has, that of unlimited 
debate, with the power that it entails 
of defeating much desired legislation 
has repeatedly been denounced by the 
press of both parties, and still re- 
mains as evidence that the Senate of 
the United States docs not represent 
the people. 


By the chorus of approval that 
goes up from certain newspapers 
•whenever Congressman McCall votes 
in opposition to the rest of his Re- 
publican associates, it would almost 
appear that Mr. McCall was infallible 
in his political judgments. We doubt 
very much the theory that Mr. McCall 
is always in the right and that Mr. 
Powers and the other members of the 
state delegation are always wrong 
when opposed to each other. The law 
of averages works equally well in the 
realm of politics as in business, and 
; it is a fair statement that the major- 
ity of our able Congressmen are more 
often right in their words and votes 
-than the much advertised Mr. McCall. 


The action of the Men's Club of the 
Newton M. E. Church in meeting the 
heads of the city departments in a 
social way is worthy of imitation by 
other organizations in the city. The 
information thus gained by the citi- 
zen, and the acquaintances made by 
the city officer, go far towards remov- 
ing sources of irritation in city 
affairs.

Hoou after the plaut 
begins to appear above the ground a 
deep apot of red like blood appears up- 
on each division of tbe leaf, but this 
disappears after n few weeks. 

During the day the tiny leaflets form 
themselves Into the shape of a cross, 
aud as the suu siuks to rest the leaves 
again fold together. It has been sug- 
gested, as If lu pruyer. lu due time the 
blossom becomes a small yellow flow- 
er and theu a spiral pod covered with 
thorns. In ripening the flowers Inter- 
lace, aud lu their peculiar positions 
many persons tbtuk they can detect 
the outline of a crown. Tradition says 
that It la good fortune to plaut tbe 
seed of the Calvary clover on Good 
Friday.

vation in the Commonwealth. First, ( 
in the group of 240 men, who com* j 
pose the House of Kepesentativcs is, t 
of course, Speaker Froth Ingham, who j 
is, in point of fact, the second man of j 
power in the official life of Massachu- j 
setts, Next to the Governor comes ^ 
the Speaker of the House, if we re- ] 
call the all round responsibilities of • 
the office and the many points of con- . 
tact between the Speaker and the ( 
people. I 

Who is Speaker Frothingham, and ( 
what makes his personality so inter- j 
eating at this time? A sketch of his j 
life would be a little too previous at E 
this point in his career, as, if his ^ 
life is spared, there is more to come 
than is now written on the slate, but ^ 
it may be mentioned in passing that j 
the Speaker was born in that part of 
Boston called Jamaica Plain, some- 
time during the day of July 13, 1871, 1 
and a very little figuring will reveal J 
the fact that he was thirty-three years 
old last July. He began his school ‘ 
education in the Boston public schools 
and completed it in the Harvard Col- ' 
lege Law School in 1896. Mr. Bridg- 1 
man says he was in the United States 
Marine Corps as 2d Lieut. “Yankee” ' 
in 1898, the Yankee may refer to Mr. 1 
Frothingham or it mav refer to sonic ^ 
ship in the service. Ml*. Frothingham 
entered the House in 1901, and by ' 
easy stages advanced to the Speaker’s 
chair, where he took his seat, after a | 
spirited contest, a year ago. He soon 
acquired the knack of how to handle 
the gavil, and before the session was 
far sd.anced he demonstrated that the 
House nad made no mistake in select- 
ing its presiding officer. He is now 
in his second year of service, and it 
may be well said of him that he has 
fulfilled the anticipations of his most 
ardent admirers, as he followed in 
the footsteps of Long, Brackett and 
Bates, who are the only men who 
have been Speakers and afterwards 
Governors during the last forty years. 

If that suggestion is prophetic per- 
haps it will be well for the reader to 
take heed thereof and prepare his 
ballot accordingly. 

From a good vantage ground, or 
rather seat, wc look down upon the 
House of Representatives this Feb- 
ruary day and pick out the men who 
lead in legislation and others who 
wish they did. The first to catch the 
eye is Haves of Lowell, whose feet 
have worn the carpet more during the 
paBt fifteen years than any other pair 
of pedal extremities now wearing 
Douglas shoes. The Lowell member 
has run the gauntlet and taken in all 
the possibilities and some of the ad- 
vantages of fame, and still has stock 
in trade for considerable of a future. 
When at home, Mr. Hayes employes 
his time in making cigars and votes 
for another return to the Hall of Leg- 
islation. 

The man who is just walking down I 
the aisle is Robert Luce of Somerville, ! 
who, for half a dozen years has repre- 
sented that goodly city and served the 
state as well. He is the father of 
the Luce Law and has won a lame as 
the advocate for purity in elections 
that has brought down upon his thin- 
ly clad head an assortment of epithets 
that vary in magnitude as do the 
Btars of Heaven. Mr. Luce has sen- 
atorial capacities, being honest, in- 
dustrious and intelligent. 

The Hon. Martin Lomasney re- 
versed the order by coming down from 
the Senate, where lie served in 1896-97 
to the House this year, with a mis- 
sion of which no man knoweth as yet, 
but it is supposed that the Boston boss 
is gathering materia] for a new book 
to be called “A Simpler Life.” 

Western Massachusetts has a num- 
ber of attractive men in this Legisla- 
ture, among them may be mentioned 
Representative Norcross of Monsou, 
who hails from Thomas W. Kcuefick’s 
district, and who has grown iu esti- 
mation since lie came into the House, 
and from which he is likely to grad- 
uate into the Senate when Fordic 
Parker lets go. Mr. Norcross has 
undergone the penalty of reminding 
the observer of Mark Twain, and now 
is beiug rewarded by having people 
say that Mark Twain looks like Mr. 
Norcross. The Mouson man enjoys 
the rare distinction of being a good 
singer, ail accomplishment that it 


would do no harm to have many of 
the House possess. 

Fame climbs a variety of ladders, 
and Simon 3wig of Taunton, 1 b try- 
ing his hand at a ladder upon the 
bottom rung of which he has planted 
his feet, while the topmost rung 
looks afar off to hia limited vision. 
There are many interesting men in 
the pit below, as we sit looking down 
upon the group that has gathered in 
response to the continued ringing of 
the bells in the reading room, where 
men love to gather and chat the hours 
away. Some of these members will 
be alluded to in thiB column next 
week. 

One of the most mysterious features 
of proposed legislation waa the intro- 
duction into the IIoubc last week, by 
Representative Webster of Boston, of 
an order authorizing the committee 
On public lighting, to summons wit- 
nesses and employ a stenographer at 
the hearings on the Boston gas bills 
that are coming in this week. If that 
doesn’t savor of Lawson then all 
guesses are off on the solution. The 
committee docs not ask for it, and 
Mr. Webster is not one of the com- 
mittee. While we are on the subject, 
the opinion may as well be expressed 
thatthc whole gas agitation is for the 
purpose of opening up a great big gas 
fight for the benefit of Thomas W. 
Lawson of Boston. Every straw that 
is in the wind points to T. W. L., 
and the legislature is to be asked to 
Contribute to the fame, or infame, of 
the man who said that the Massachu- 
setts Legislature was bought. and sold 
like fish and sausage in the market. 
If that youth with strange device, 
should be caught in the State House, 
the ought to he held up long enough 
to extort from him proof or apology, 
two things that seem to be entirely 
foreign from his anatomy. 

A Western member of the Legis- 
lature, said the other day, that lie 
guessed that the Methodist Bishop 
who said that Boston was the dirtiest 
and wickedest city in the country, 
was practically safe from any chance 
of a libel suit. “Why, if I could 
have the dirt that has been in the 
streets of Boston all winter to top 
dress my farm next spring, I’d have 
the biggest crop in the fall that was 
ever pulled out of our town. I have 
been across Trcmout street twice to- 
day, and my boots smell more like 
Limbergcr cheese than anything 
else.” An employee at the South 
Station was asked the other day if 
the city of Boston had cleaned the 
street opposite that station this win- 
ter, and his reply was: “I guess that 
street has not been cleaned since Jim 
Donovan went into the City Hall.” 

If the Legislature does not abate 
the Smoke Nuisance before it ad- 
journs, no member failing to work 
and vote for any measure looking to 1 
such abatement ought ever to be re- 
turned to the General Court. This is 
an issue upon which there can be no 
party or other difference. The effect 
of the law prohibiting the emitting 
of black smoke from chimneys for 
more than five minutes at a time, at 
present results in the air being filled 
with soot for about twenty-three 
hours and fifty-five minutes every 
day. The old lady who said that she 
preferred blue crockery because it d d 
not show the dirt ought to have lived 
in Boston, where everything, but the 
City Hall, shows the dirt. 

The glitter and pomp of the cele- 
bration of Washington’s birthday at 
the State House Wednesday is to oe 
something beyond comprehension. 
Governor Douglas is going to have a 
reception that will absolutely make 
recent Chief Magistrates blush for 
their feeble efforts in that direction, 
and the great and glorious staff is to 
be present in the fullness of its 
grandeur, and cover with confusion 
and shame the gilded dome itself; an 
orchestra is to discourse sweet music 
] and everything is to be swept and 
garnished for the event ; Washington’s 
farewell address is to be read to slow 
music, the story of the hatchet will 
be told every ten minutes in the Rep- 
resentatives Hall by one who was an 
eye witness that is, one who has seen 
the stump, and is now a member of 
the Senate, and Washington is to be 
carried across the Delaware by two 
little girls dressed in white. That 
will do for a Democratic, every day 
working man governor.

Circumstances have 
no motive to deceive, while human tes- 
timony is too often the product of ev- 
ery kind of motive.” 

Flub That ChmiKe Color. 
Anglers have noticed that llsh of the 
same species caught In the same 
stream often differ completely In color 
|Hid take protective lines that match 
the prevailing local coloring of their 
homes. Ilorr Otto Gotthllf found by a 
course of experiments with turbots 
that tlds faculty of chnnglng color in 
accordance with the surroundings is 
primarily due to the action of light 
upon the optic nerve. The light does 
not act directly upon the eye, hut is re- 
flected from such substances 11 s are 
around and affects the coloring cells 
through the nerve centers of the llsh. 
Froof of tliis was obtained by severing 
the optic nerve of the turliot. when It 
was found that It no longer possessed 
the power of changing color.— Pear- 
sou's.

He invented and improved anew form 
of pavement made of crushed stone 
and bitumen known as "Bitulithic" 
which had a great success. “ 

Large business cares detracted from 
his usual good health but his death 
was a great shock to his many friends 
and family. 

He leaves a wife and one daughter 
aged 11 years, two sisters and six 
brothers.

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THE WORLD’S RECORD 

In Automobile Racing Held by Mr. Louis 
S. Ross of Newtonville. 



The Wogglebug and What it Accomplished at the Recent Tournament at Ormond. 


Mr. Louis S. Ross of Clyde street, 
Newtonville, a native and life long: 
resident o^the city, has the proud 
distinction of holding the world’s rec- 
ords in automobile racing, won in 
competition with the best racing 
machines of the world at the recent 
tournament at Ormond, Fla. 

Mr, Ross used a freak automobile 
made by himself, a complete descrip- 
tion of which is given below, and 
named “The Wogglebug." 

These races took place on a beach 
varying from 300 to 800 feet in width, 
and which for about twenty miles 
had been surveyed and marked off 
into miles aud kilometers.,The timing 
was entirely automatic and electrical 
in action. The machine passing over 
a wire at the start, fires a pistol aud 
sets six stop watches in action. Pass- 
ing over another wire at the finish, 
another pistol is fired and the watches 
slopped. These watches are in sets of 
three so it is possible to obtain the 
time at intermediate points. A crowd 
of nearly eight thousand people were 
in attendance and the races usually 
started near the clubhouse at Daytona 
although varied from day to day on 
account of the condition of the beach 
and tide. 

The beach this year was not nearly 
as good as in 190+ when Mr. Vander- 
bilt made his record of 39 seconds 
against time, a hard beach and a 
strong gale of wind were factors in 
the Vanderbilt record, while this year 
the beach was softer and the wind 
light. 

The machines entered included ab- 
solutely the best racing machines in 
the world, although none were avail- 
able for touring purposes, and were 
all limited to the maximum weight of 
2204 pounds. In the weighing in of 
some it was even necessary to remove 
the oil from the crank boxes in order 
to qualify. The Bowden car which 
made the fast time of 32 4-5 seconds, 
could not qualify for the races on ac- 
count of its excessive weight. In all 
of the competing machines, the only 
one to approach the Wogglebug in 
point of speed was a 120 horse power, 
six cylinder Napier, valued at $23000. 
All others were beaten from 300 to 
1000 feet in the mile events. 

Mr. Ross was entered in six races 
with his Wogglebug machine, and in 
one race with a Stanley stock runa- 
bout. He won first place in six of 
these events and second place in the 
seventh, establishing new world rec- 
ords for machines in competition, 
whether steam or gasoline. No 
American machine has ever approach- 
ed his records and but two foreign 
machines. 

On arriving at Ormond, Mr. Ross 
made a trial ruu of the Wogglebug 
making a mile in the unofficial time 
of 36 seconds. Satisfied with this 
performance, he housed the machine 
until the races and thus avoided the 
usual pre-racing gossip. He therefore 
completely astonished the crowd in 
the first heat of the one mile inter- 
national championship, by winning in 
41 2-3 seconds, with a lead of 600 feet 
over his nearest competitor. The final 
in this, the most important race of 
the week, was also wou in 41 1-5 sec- 
onds, establishing a new world's rec- 
ord for machines in competition aud 
winning the Sir Thomas Dewar cup, 
valued at $2000. This silver trophy 
is perpetual, similar to the America 
cup in yachting circles, and stands 
about three feet in height, beautifully 
engraved. It will be held by Mr. 
Ross for the current year, aud he also 
receives a souvenir gold medal, appro- 
priately inscribed. 

The Wogglebug also captured the 
Clowry cup of silver, in a mile race 
for steaui machines ; the Corinthian 
cup, presented by Col. Levi C. Weir, 
for a mile race, amateur owners to 
drive, time 41 3-5 seconds; a silver 
loving cup in the mile competition for 
heavy weight machines, tim; 42 1-5 
seconds: still another silver cup in the 
kilometer contest for heavy weight 


machines, and the second prize, a 
silver medal, in the contest for the 
Bowden trophy, being beaten by a 
length. Mr. Ross also won first place 
in the five mile race for stock cars 
using a Stanley runabout, and lead- 
ing his nearest competitor a mile and 
a half at the finish, with a silver cup 
as a prize. 

The Florida racing was all straight- 
away, but Mr. Ross has also made 
his mark on the circular toack, where 
he has made a mile in 57 2-5 seconds, 
and ten miles in 10 minutes, 21 sec- 
onds. He thus holds every steam rec- 
ord from one to ten miles, for either 
track or straightaway courses. 

Mr. Ross can give but little idea of 
the sensation of travelling at such 
high rates of speed. A mile in forty 
seconds is about the velocity attained 
by the fall of an ordinary man from 
a height of 300 feet, and it is self evi- 
dent that if anything breaks about a 
machine, its operator would be in- 
stantly killed. Only the head is ex- 
posed and while the eyes are protect- 
ed from the enormous wind pressure, 
the face feels its burning aud "sting- 


with spur gears. There is no differ- 
ential or compensating device, but the 
rear axle is in separate halves, each 
engine and wheel being independent 
of the other. Both engines are con- 
trolled by one throttle, and any diff- 
erence in speed of either engine due 
to turning corners, etc, is taken care 
of by the elasticity of the steam. The 
valves are ordinary D slide valves 
controlled by the Stephenson linked 
motion with open eccentrics and a 
variable cutoff ranging from 5-8 
stroke to central position. The boiler 
is of the fire tube type 24 inches in 
diameter, 18 inches long with copper 
shell wound with steel wire and has 
828 copper tubes 1-2 inch in diameter, 
with a heating surface of 144 square 
feet. It is capable of carrying a 
working pressure of 600 pounds to the 
sqaure inch but 400 pounds is all that 
is ordinarily required. 

The steam is controlled by means 
of a combined balanced throttle and 
pressure reducing valve directly on 
top of the boiler, and is superheated 
in the fire box after passing the 
I throttle going directly to the engines 
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by an oil pump, one to each engine 
and working the same as the water 
pump. Hand oiler is also provided, 
together with independent steam and 
air pumps also Injector capable of 
feeding against 450 pounds pressure. 
The tread is of standard width, but 
wheel base is 108 inches. Steering 
is controlled by a vertical lever in 
the left hand of operator, turning 
being accomplished by pushing or 
pulling this lever as required, the 
front axle being given sufficient rake 
to cause steering gear to practically 
righten itself as soon as pressure on 
it is relieved. Band brakes are fur- 
nished on each rear wheel and in 
combination with the foot reverse to 
engines furnish an efficient means of 
quickly stopping the car at any 
speed. The arrangement of machin- 
ery is, engines being hung directly to 
and back of rear axle, oil and water 
pumps back of these. Boiler is direct- 
ly In front of rear axle on the ex- 
treme left hand side, and operator 
sits on left side directly in front of 
boiler. This throws greater weight 
on one side than the other when the 
car ib at rest, but is intended to be in 
nearly perfect balance when taking 
curves on a circular track at high 
sp»ed. due to the centrifugal force. 
The frame is angle steel hung on 
semi-elliptic inverted springs, and is 
slightly higher in the rear than in 
front, the lowest part of car, the bur- 
ner, clearing the ground by about two 
inches. The wheels are 30 x 3 1-2 
inches rear and 30 x 3 inches front, 
with wire spokes and disk covered. 

An aluminum cover is placed over 
the entire car, an opening large 
enough for the driver’s head being j 
left in it. This body is pointed both | 
front and rear, and while the general j 
appearance of the car is decidedy out ] 
of the ordinary, yet it was not dc- j 
signed with the intention of making | 
a freak car,but of securing the maxi- | 
mum of speed with the minimum of j 
power. The car weighs empty 1650 : 
pounds and has seating accommoda- | 
tions for two persons. i

ing effect. In steering it is usually 
sufficient to keep a steady hand on the 
lever, but it is possible to avoid the 
worst places in the sand if seen in 
time, but when it is realized that this 
time means travelling at the rate of 
132 feet in one second, it is evident 
that the action of the hand must fol- 
low closely upon the prompt decision 
of the brain. The nervous strain in- 
volved in such racing is enormous 
and Mr. Ross expresses great relief 
that it is over. 

A feature of a car travelling at such 
speed is the appearance it has of 
jumping and this is actually a fact 
if the marks of the wheels are ex- 
amined. For distances of from five 
to twenty feet, the wheels do* not 
leave an impression in the sand, and 
though the machine does not rise 
very far it is actually flying through 
the air. 

The Wogglebug, stripped for racing 
weighs l65u pounds, and with a 
margin of over SOU pounds, within the 
weight limit, Mr. Ross firmly believes 
he can build a car that will travel a 
mile in 30 seconds With this in view 
lie has recently sold the Wogglebug 
and will prubably begin constructing 
a new car in the near future. 

A description of the Wogglebug 
may be of interest, as it is an illus- 
tration of a scientific study of obtain- 
ing the maximum of speed witli the 
minimum of power. 

The machinery consists of two 3 x 
4 double acting two cylinder engines, 
geared directly onto each rear wheel

after superheating. "By this system of 
superheating the temperature of the 
steam remains practically constant 
regardless of the pressure required to 
drive the car. By passing the steam 
through a coil of pipe in the firebox 
before reaching the engiiies, its tem- 
perature is greatly increased, any en- 
trained moisture or condensation 
being instantly converted into dry 
steam. The limit of superheat being 
controlled by the difficulty of cylinder 
lubrication at temperatures aproacb- 
ing 700 degrees F. 

Heat is furnished by burning gaso- 
line under the boiler. The gasoline 
is in a tank under an air pressure of 
about 100 poundH. This pressure being 
maintained automatically by pumps 
connected with the engines. Gasoline 
Hows through a coil over the boiler 
where it is vaporized and then goes 
in the form of gas to the burner, mix- 
ing with air in a mixing tube and 
burning with a blue flame after pas- 
sing through a series of narrow slots 
in au irou casting. 

Water is furnished the boiler by 
means of direct connected single-act- 
ing pumps, one to each engine, and 
with a variable stroke. The action 
of th A pumps is continuous, any ex- 
cess of water being returned to the 
feed tank by a hand regulated valve. 
The water level is ascertained by tri- 
cocks on a water column a glass being 
unreliable at high pressures and sud- 
den changes of temperature due to 
water level changing on curves.

A Roman Hotelier’* Shop. 

The Museum of Antiquities at Dres- 
den hns an interesting marble relief 
from Homo which represents nu an- 
cient butcher shop of oblong shape 
divided by a pillar into two unequal 
parts. In the greater stands the butch- 
er, with a high chopping block resting 
on three substantial legs before 1dm, 
while behind 1dm hang the steelyard 
and a cleaver, he hliuself being occu- 
pied In dividing u rib of meat with an- 
other cleaver. Ou the wall above 1dm, 
Just as with us, is a row of hooks near 
to each other, on which hung pieces of 
meat already dressed— a rib and a leg 
of meat, a pork Joint and udders (a 
tidbit of the Romans); also lungs and 
liver, and last of all the favorite boar's 
head. On the left, In the smnller divi- 
sion of the shop, the wife of the butch- 
er sits in an easy chair, with uu ac- 
count book on her knees, engaged In 
assisting the business of her husband 
by acting as bookkeeper. 

Tender Hearted Hotelier*. 

One wbo has been employed these 
thirty years in slaughter houses as 
bookkeeper, saleman, etc., tells me: "To 
say that butchers are hard hearted is 
far from the truth— that Is, in most 
cases. Let me explain how the shed- 
ding of human blood affects them. I 
once saw n butcher cut his hand very 
severely, nud not one of his twenty or 
more associates could be induced to go 
neur to assist him. I had to bandage 
him up ns well as I could and send him 
to a hospital. Another butcher wbo 
had helped slaughter from 2,000 to 
4,000 hogs a day for years saw a wom- 
an throw herself before a freight train, 
which mangled her fearfully. He 
promptly fainted. I have seen more 
than a hundred fights at slaughter 
houses, but never yet saw a butcher at- 
tempt to use a knife.”— New York 
Press. 

Tlie Wldim'ii Cap. 

A very ancient origin, dating back to 
the time of the old Egyptians, has the 
widow's cap. The Greeks borrowed 
from the latter the custom of shaving 
the head and board in time of mourn- 
ing. The Romans copied, but, being a 
smooth shaven people, had only the 
head upon which to operate. This, 
when shaved, they covered with a wig. 
The women did not necessarily shave 
their heads, but they were careful to 
hide their hair beneath a cup. The use 
of crape upou the arm is a naval and 
military emblem of bereavement, come 
down to us from days of chivalry, 
when ladies fair bound scarfs upon 
the arms of their champions as they 
went to test tbeir skill and courage in 
the tournament.
